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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species: 

a. Species 1 (fig.5-9) drawn to controlling automatic brake in accordance with the 
orientation of the vehicle, the gradient of the road and the driver intended 
movement direction. 

b. Species 2 (fig.10-11) drawn to gradually decreasing the brake force when actual 
movement direction is the same as the intended movement direction. 

c. Species 3 (fig. 12) drawn to controlling braking in opposite direction mode in 
which the first opposite direction mode is selected until the amount of movement 
exceed a threshold. 

d. Species 4 (fig.13-14) drawn to selecting opposite direction mode when the vehicle 
moves in the opposite direction or when the number of experiences is less than n 
experiences. 

e. Species 5 (fig.15) drawn to detecting movement direction on the basis of the 
speed of the vehicle, the surface gradient and the accelerator opening. 

f . Species 6 (fig.16-17) drawn to retaining switching by motor operated as second 
brake unit. 

g. Species 7 (fig.18) drawn to controlling brake force in accordance with accelerator, 
direction of gradient of the slope of the road , the driver's intended moving 
direction and the degree of accelerator opening. 
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The species are independent or distinct because the automatic brake devices are 
disclosed as alternative embodiments with different operation as disclosed in fig.5-18. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable.
